Conflict tends to arise when 
people talk about where it is 
OK to smoke in public New 
legislation is passed regu- 
larly. giving smokers fewer 
and fewer places to light up. 
This is the case at Conestoga 
College as well. 

The Smoke Free 
Environment Policy that 
was introduced at the col- 
lege in August 2011 states 

ted in any Conestoga-owned 

ties where Conestoga is the 
sole tenant. Smoking is also 
not permitted within 25 feet 
(7.5m) of all entrances, air 
intakes and operable win- 

the space outside the doors 
where smoking is prohibited 

smokers either don’t know the 
rules, or ignore them 
The problem is students who 
smoke do not have a whole lot 
of options when it comes to 
going out for a smoke. During 

attest, smokers arent gener- 
ally a problem. Only when the 
weather becomes frigid and 
unbearable do people huddle 

other non-smoking areas that 
are out of the piercing winds. 
In either case, many smokers 
said that if asked, they would 


A solution to this problem 
becomes difficult, especially 
when attempting to imple- 
ment the obvious solution of 
building shelters for smok- 
ers. In 2006 the Smoke- 
free Ontario Act added new 
restrictions to what buildings 

dwell in. According to the 
act. smoke shelters are per- 
mitted. but can only consist 
of a maximum two walls and 
a roof. 

According to Byan Eden, 
a security representative 
at Conestoga. 'Conestoga 
College once had shel- 
ters designated for smok- 
ing an campus, but (they) 

laws around enclosed smok- 
ing shelters were enacted 
From a personal standpoint. 
I believe that if smoking 
shelters were put back into 
place throughout the college, 
they would not be utilized 
resourcefully 

Currently, there are no 
plans to re-introduce shelters. 

According to Eden, the no- 
smoking areas should be 
taken seriously as they are 
visited on each of the patrol 
rounds done by Security 
Services. These rounds take 
place throughout the day. and 
once every four hours during 
after-hours. If students are 
spotted inside a no-smoking 


area and have been constantly 
reminded to move, they could 
face relatively serious conse- 
quences (a Student Code of 
Conduct Incident Form would 
be completed and sent to the 
Office of the Vice-President 


of Student Affairs ). It should 
be noted however that there 

where this has happened 
Although some students 
don't think that enough is 
being done to police these 


and that there have been few 
(if any) complaints made to 
Security Services, means that 
the way things are being done 
is how they will stay.

As a new year is upon us. 
ways to better ourselves come 
ta the forefront Whether the 
goal is to eat better, exercise 
more or drink less alcohol, a 
new year tends to invoke feel- 
ings of change. 

At the top of many people’s 
list of resolutions is to quit 
smoking, and with a batch of 
new laws restricting smok- 
ing in many public areas, its 
becoming even more appar- 
ent how frowned upon it has 
become. Thats what makes 
the Leave The Pack Behind 
campaign so important Its 
a great way to possibly win 
some cash while also taking 
charge of your health. 

The Ontario government 
funds the Leave The Pack 
Behind initiative, which 
started in 2000 It is a tobac- 
co control program that 
offers smoking and quitting 
information to young adults 
through personalized support 

According to Statistics 
Canada, m 2011 one in 
five, or about 5.8 million 
Canadians, smoked. And 
though tobacco use is down 
from a decade ago. recent 
studies have estimated that 
21 per cent of all deaths in 
the last decade are due to 
smoking. 

Conestoga has stood behind 
the initiative for the past few 
years, and has put together 
a team to promote quitting 


through education and sup- 
port. A big part of the cam- 
paign is the Would You Bather 
contest, which is split into 
four categories. Dont Start 
and Win is for students who 
are already smoke-free and 
want to stay that way. Party 
Without The Smoke is aimed 
at students who are social 
smokers. Keep The Count is 
for people who smoke but are 
encouraged to cut back by 50 
per cent. Quit For Good is the 
final category, with students 


having a chance at winning a 
$2 500 grand prize. 

Bianca Colcer is the co- 
ordinator for the campaign 
at Conestoga, and believes 

tant and doesn’t just focus 
an negative messages about 
smoking. 

"Were here to show stu- 
dents that we can be support- 
ive. We are encouraging them 
to cut down on their smoking 
or not start. And if they feel 
like they are ready to quit. 


we are definitely there to 
help them with resources and 
support/ Colcer said. 

Eesearch shows that stu- 
dents are twice as likely to 
quit using the campaigns 
services over quitting cold 
turkey. The Would You 
Bather contest has garnered 
a five to 10 per cent quit 

Colcer is also very enthu- 
siastic about the new smok- 
ing bylaws that came into 
effect on Jan. 1. 


"I know some smokers feel 
like they are getting very 
restricted with the places 
they can smoke, however, 
it s very important to encour- 
age a smoke-free environ- 
ment. especially an campus. 
Making sure that school 
environments are smoke- 
free helps prevent smoking 
initiation and can help stop 
the problem before it begins. 
Colcer said. 

The Leave The Pack Behind 
campaign offers free nico- 
tine replacement therapies 
including nicotine patches 
and gum. but Colcer also 
wants to remind students 
that they can get even more 
support through Health 
Services at Conestoga. 

There is also a program 
that the campaign team runs 
that is called Quit Bun Chill. 
which is aimed at helping 
smoking and non-smoking 
students who are stressed out 
to get into exercising instead 
of lighting up. 

Joe Dang, a second-year 
television broadcast student, 
is a smoker who just found 
out about the contest. 

"It does make people want 
to quit It's encouraging 
and it feels good to receive 
something back for drop- 
ping the disgusting habit.’ 
Dang said.
